On Land and Sea 


While the French are defending every 
inch of their soil with unparalleled valour, 
the Germans, by dint of terrific pressure, 
are driving their way slowly, but relent- 
lessly, towards Paris. They have been 
suffering appalling losses. Since the great 
offensive began Herr Hitler’s generals 
have been hurling apparently innumerable 
tanks and other armoured vehicles into: 
the fray. 
been squandered recklessly, and vast 
masses of infantry have been thrown into 
the gaps in the French defences that have 
been made by the mechanised divisions. 
The French have taken a heavy toll of 
Germany’s men and machines. Hundreds 
of tanks have been destroyed ; hundreds of 
aeroplanes have been brought down; 
hundreds of thousands of young German 
soldiers have been killed and wounded. 
Yet the German military machine is so 
powerful that it has gone lumbering 
on, while the French have been retreat- 
ing with skill, fighting rearguard actions 
all the time, and losing the minimum 
number of men, while inflicting the 
maximum amount of damage on the 
enemy. It seems that Gerthan strategy 
aims at the encirclement of Paris. Herr 
Hitler’s offensive has been thrusting in 
two main directions—one to the west and 
the other to the east of the capital. The 
German troops have crossed the Seine at 
a number of points, and claim to have 
been in possession of Rouen for several 
days. They have reached Senlis, some 
twenty-six miles to the north of Paris, in 
the valley of the Oise. They also have 
advanced as far as Compiégne, where 
Marshal Foch dictated the Armistice terms 
to Matthias Erzberger in November, 1918. 
According to the French bulletins, the 
German offensive has become fiercely 
intense between Soissons and Rheims; and 
the Germans themselves claim to have 
established bridge-heads on the southern 
bank of the Marne. Naturally, the French 
High Command will not announce its 
intentions in advance; but it seems to be 
almost certain that Paris will be regarded 
as a bastion in the line of defence, and 
that it will form the main point d’appui 
of General Weygand’s approaching stand. 
The city has been evacuated by a large 
proportion of its civilian inhabitants, and 
it is not likely to be abandoned without a 
desperate struggle; but for the moment 
the people of both France and Great 
Britain must be patient as well as calm; 
above all, they must have implicit faith in 
their military leaders. Yesterday the 


Mr. Anthony Eden, Secretary of State for 
War, and General Dill, Chief of the 
Imperial Genera) Staff, met Monsieur 
Paul Reynaud, Marshal Pétain and 
General Weygand on French soil. The 
whole situation was reviewed in detail, 
and it was announced that the British 
and French Governments: were in the. 
fullest agreement regarding the measures 
to be taken in the immediate future. ‘The 
British are making every possible effort 
to accelerate the despatch of fresh troops 
to help the French. Their Air Force

airmen may play a decisive part in the 
campaign. 

Italy has been at war now for two days; 
but so far Signor Mussolini has shown 
no sign of an offensive. Evidently he has 
‘no desire to follow Herr Hitler’s example 
in respect of the Blitzkrieg. Fairly strong 
Italian forces have been massed on the 
French frontier; a bridge—well known to 
Irish tourists—has been blown up at 
Ventimiglia; but otherwise Italy’s very 
substantial army has remained inactive. 
At sea there has been a certain amount 
of liveliness. It is reported that Grand 
Admiral Raeder, Chief of the German 
Navy, has been sent to Italy to direct—or 
help to direct—naval operations in the 
Mediterranean ; and it is more than likely 
that attempts will be made to harass the 
British and French Fleets. The British 
have lost little time. They have blocked 
the Suez Canal with a strong concentra- 
tion of warships, thereby cutting Abyssinia 
off from Italy, and they also have been 
active in the Red Sea, where eight Italian 
submarines are believed to be operating. 
Units of the Royal Air Force have bombed 
Tripoli, Berghazi, and other Italian aero- 
dromes in Somaliland and along the 
Ethiopian border, while land forces from 
French Somaliland have destroyed the 
bridges connecting that territory with 
Abyssinia. Egypt has broken off diplo- 
matic relations with Italy—in other words, 
she has entered the war on the Allies’ 
side—and Signor Mussolini no longer will 
feel himself bound by his promise to take 
no military action against any of Italy’s 
neighbours, with the exception of France. 
So far Turkey has-taken no final decision 
regarding her attitude. 
waiting to find out what Russia is likely 
to do; for when she made her agreement 
with France and Great Britain her states- 
men made it clear that they would not 
embroil Turkey in any quarrel with the 
Soviets. If the Turks should decide to 
stand by their Western Allies, and take 
up arms against the Italians, they will 
be in a strong position—far stronger than 
the position which they occupied in 1914, 
when their decision to make common cause 
with the Central Powers was more or less 
enforced by the arrival in the Bosphorus 
of the two German cruisers, Goeben ahd 
Breslau. This time their rear has been 
safeguarded by the non-aggression pacts 
which they made three years ago with 
Iran, Traq and Afghanistan. Their sea 
communications are guaranteed by the 
French and British Fleets; they have a 
first-rate army, as they always have had; 
and their Air Force is reported to be 
highly efficient. Whatever happens, Turkey 
will be well disposed towards the Allies, 
whose position in the Mediterranean is 
favourable. ‘The Italians have a large 
number of submarines, with which, doubt- 
less, they will be able to do considerable 
damage to Allied shipping; but they will 
be forced to depend almost entirely on 
Germany for their supplies of foodstuffs, 
as well as of war materials, and the time 
may come when Germany will need all 
that she can produce for herself. The 
Allies, therefore, can face the situation 
in the Mediterranean with a certain 
measure of equanimity, if not of positive 
confidence. If they can hold the Germans 
in France for the next few months, Italy 
will not be likely to give them much 
trouble thereafter. 


Help for the Homeless 


In the Senate yesterday Sir John Keane 
moved that the Government should arrange 
for the hospitable reception of war 
refugees—‘‘as many war refugees as our 
resources permit’’—in this country. It 
was a humane motion, and we regret that 
he had to withdraw it, but strong 
arguments against it were advanced by the 
Government’s spokesmen, and somewhat 
less strong arguments by several Senators. 
Mr. Frank Aiken, the Minister for the 
Co-ordination of Defensive Measures, 
spoke with apparent feeling. He made it 
clear that the Government would like to 
help some of the unhappy people whom 
the brutality of war has driven from their 
homes to become wanderers upon the 
earth; but, as he phrased it, there was 
quite a number of ‘‘snags’’ which the 
Government must overcome before it 
could attempt the reception of refugees 
on the large scale that Sir John proposed. 
The principal difficulty was the examins- 
tion of their credentials—the task of dis- 
tinguishing between genuine refugees and 
spies. In any event, the Government had 
its hands full with the organisation of this 
country’s defences—which is, indeed, a 
whole-time job. Mr. Aiken urged that the 
work should be left to voluntary organisa- 
tions, and suggested that the Irish Red 
Cross, if properly organised, could handle 
the problem. Of the Senaiors, one argued 
that the country would be wiser to look 
after its A.R.P. scheme than to busy 
itself with refugees; another said that, if 
war should come to Northern Ireland, 
there might be many refugees from across 
the border, who would deserve prior con- 
sideration; a third recommended that the 
first preference should be given to tho 
wives and children of Irishmen living and 
working ir. other countries; a fourth— 
Professor Joseph Johnston—recalled that 
there was talk in England of the evacua- 
tion of children to Canada and Australia, 
and urged that these children should be 
offered, instead, the hospitality of the 
twenty-six counties. All of these views 
are, every one in its own way, either 
honourable or, at least, practical ; yet the 
question stands. The Government clearly 
does not see its way to make the reception 
of refugees a ‘‘ State affajr’’ ; but we may 
judge from Mr. Aiken's reply that it will 
encourage, rather than discourage, any 
sincere work by the Red Cross or other 
agencies to find homes and sustenance for 
genuine ‘cases.’ In these circumstances, 
it behoves both voluntary organisations

Soho Ho! 


Soho, as every reader of sensation. 
fiction must be aware, is a district in the 
heart of London inhabited almost entirely 
by foneigners. According to the novelists, 
it abounds in small restaurants which 
specialise in food and drink of a distinctly 
un-English character, and are, therefore, 
much patronised by persons who. wish to 
be thought literary or artistic, or at any 
rate ‘‘ Bohemian.’’ The same authorities 
would have us believe that Soho also is 
the home from home of innumerable conti- 
nental plotters, exiled Apaches and riff- 
raff from every country in Europe, together 
with a sprinkling of bovine Saxon 
criminals. Persons brought up on this 
tradition have been surprised, not to say 
disappointed, to discover on first visiting 
the place in timorous search of novelty 
and adventure, that it contains a number 
of very respectable-looking streets with 
clean and tidy little shops and clean 
and tidy little children playing 
about They console themselves with the 
reflection that all this is only “a mask, ” 
and wink sagely at each other over a flask 
of synthetic chianti in the most suspicious- 
looking restaurant they can find. Perhaps, 
if they have been over to Paris on one of 
the countless cheap excursions that were 
run in times of peace, they will remember 
that Montmartre presented an equally 
disillusionising front, yet turned out to be 
living up to the Henri Murger tradition 
in the fullest manner when one investi- 
gated. Soho, however, never has gone tv 
the trouble of staging Apache cellars and 
spurious wickedness for the visitor: its 
bad eggs are genuinely bad, though, per- 
haps, not so numerous as the lurid 
authors would have us believe, and its 
foreign restaurants are foreign because 
their owners have not become Anglo- 
Saxons. The foreign aspect of the place 
has been stressed during the past couple 
of days by the attacks upon the Italian 
premises therein. Many cafés and shops 
have closed, and there is a certain grim 
humour in the fact that one or two of the 
places most favoured by visiting noodles 
in search of ‘foreign atmosphere’’ now 
are protesting loudly that they are 
“wholly British” firms. Others bear 
signs proclaiming ‘‘This is Swiss,” and 
it is reported that one bewildered pro- 
prietor put up the slogan, “We are 
neutral.’’ Germans, curiously enough, 
seem to have fought shy of Soho at. all 
times, and the alien population consists 
mostly ot representatives of the Latin 
races. The same spirit that prompted the 
mobs to wreck Italian shops in Soho was 
manifested in Dublin at the beginning of 
the Four Years’ War, when German shops 
were attacked throughout the city, but we 
trust that, whatever course events may 
take, we will be spared similar demon- 
strations in the future. The really re- 
markable thing about the Soho attacks, 
however, is the revelation that the place 
is not at all as foreign as had been fondly 


imagined.

THE FOCAL POINT 


In a leading article to-day, The Times 

says:—The wider the area of combat is ex- 
tended, the more numerous the nations that are 
swept into war, and the non-belligerents that 
cease to be neutral, the more intensely does | 
the vital issue become concentrated at the 
focal point. The Germans are striking at 
the heart of civilisation, which is Paris, and 
there they must, at all costs and at once, be 
met and overcome. However widely the 
operations of war may be extended by land, 
sea and air, none of them is important, except 
as it is relevant to this. If the Allied Navies 
draw tight the bond of the blockade round 
Italy, it is to prevent the passage through 
her ports of materials that might reinforce 
the German thrust in the north. If we strike 
at the Italian Empire in Africa, or at Italian 
forces anywhere in the Mediterranean, the 
most valuable purpose the blow can serve 
will be the diversion of troops that might 
otherwise be assisting Hitler's enterprise, and 
the most desirable effect of a major victory 
would be to set free Allied troops for the 
succour of France. 
In the domain of supply also all measures 
have to be judged by their immediate value 
in withstanding the furious German attack 
now in progress. The appearance of training 
tanks in the enemy’s mechanised columns 
indicates that he will throw his utmost 
reserves into the present battle for the sake 
of a decisive victory. It is in that spirit, no 
doubt, that he has called up the army of 
Italy. To thwart him we have to call upon 
our own workers, and appeal to our American 
friends for haste, and yet more urgent haste. 
The value of every tank and aeroplane and 
“am is many times multiplied if it can be 
elivered to the fighting line not next week, 
but to-morrow, and multiplied again if it is 
there to-day. So also with men. British 
divisions are now hurrying across the Channel 
to the support of our Allies. It is essential 
to send, and send immediately, every available 
unit that can by any means be equipped. 
This is a necessity, be common consent, that 
takes absolute precedence of the defence of 
this island. We cannot think of home defence 
as anything more than a subsidiary precau- 
tion, Ss EN for securing the base from 
which help is sent to France.

m,—I see that Mr. O'Connor has written 
another letter to your paper without giving 
any clue as to whether he intends himself to 
taken seriously. This rather vitiates the 
whole discussion, and makes me doubt 
whether he is worth my time. 

It is riage that he claims to be a 
son of Ruskin. owadays too many people, 
by mere reason of an inherited surname, 
seek to shove themselves into positions of 
prominence, where they can win themselves 
considerable quantities of potatoes, not to 
mention golden opinions from all concerned. 
It has become fashionable to claim privilege 
merely because one is well whelped. Public 
life in Ireland to-day abounds in this baneful 
nepotism. Mr. O'Connor pins the name 
Ruskin in his button-hole in the hope that 
he will be known to the present generation 
of the great masters of English prose. No 
doubt, that will be a consolation for being 
unknown to the Registrar-General. 

As a lad I knew Ruskin. He was a fre- 
quent caller to my grandfather’s place, and 
so impressed us all with his dainty personality 
that I cannot lightly credit Mr. O’Connor’s 
suggestion that the man was a whited 
sepulchre. It was a favourite saying with 
him that “it is not what you wear but 
where you wear it.” Once he exemplified 
this obscure maxim in a strange way. He 
appeared one morning in a suit made of blue- 
striped shirting, a shirt made of thick tweed, 
a leather tie and shoes of poplin laced up 
with silver watch-chain. My grandfather ex- 
pressed polite surprise, but Ruskin laugh- 
ingly riposted that ‘‘it is not what you 
wear, etc., etc.” Thereafter we repaired to 
the garden, and throughout the live-long 
sultry day no sound was to be heard save 
the click of the croquet balls and the coarse 
coughing of the heat-demented finches in 
the ivy. 
Re Conrad, I am not going to enter into 
a newspaper controversy with Mr. O’Connor 
or anybody else on such a subject. It is news 
to me that this great gentleman was a lady. 
Great as my surprise would be if this were 
proved, it would be nothing compared with 
the chagrin which Ibsen would endure if 
he were alive to hear the proof. That un- 
rincipled foreigner spent many hours of his 
ife closetted alone with Conrad, doing 
nothing more or less than discussing George 
Moore.—Yours, etc. F. O’Brien.

1 remember 
those evenings as though they were last night, 
and though I am naturally rather advanced 
in years my memory and, indeed, all my 
faculties are every bit as good as in my prime. 
So far as I recall, Ruskin came only once 
to those delightful soirees where the great 
Norwegian was guest of honour; and on that 
occasion he was so affronted by Aubrey 
Beardsley’s table manners that he swere a 
solemn oath never to return. I believe he 
kept to this oath, though there was a rather 
nasty rumour floating around for a while con- 
cerning a brawl between him and Stephen 
Crane; certainly Ruskin mysteriously acquired 
a black eye, and refused to explain what 
caused it. Zaro Agra, the Turkish George 
Eliot, refers to the matter in his significant 
biography of Rupert the Lion-Hearted, but 
is, unfortunately, unable to draw any 
coherent conclusion from the meagre facts. 

It is curious that neither Mr. O'Connor nor 
Mr. O’Brien allude to the presence at those 
care-free salons of the greatest visitor of all: 
Feodor Dostoyevsky. e it was who kept 
the table in a constant roar with his gi 
tales of Siberia, and if 1 live to be a hund

the sensation he created the evening he told 
us who he really was: Flann Doyle, born and 
raised in Goatstown.

The Pope’s British Guests 


The Pope will entertain two British 
representatives in the Vatican during the 
war, and they will have to spend their 
time on the hundred acres of buildings 
and grounds until peace returns. It is 
understood that diplomatic messages from 
London may be sent to them by means of 
the United States diplomats, while short- 
wave radio may be used for urgent 
messages. The first of the two is Mr. 
Francis D’Arcy Godolphin Osborne, .the 
55-year-old bachelor cousin and _heir- 
presumptive of the Duke of Leeds. He 
was appointed in 1936, when he succeeded 
Sir Charles Wingfield. The second one 
is Mr. P. Leigh Smith, First Secretary 
of the British Legation. 


Concrete Ships 


During the last war the concrete ships 
that were built for use in various direc- 
tions proved to be very satisfactory. The 
concrete barges which are being built to- 
day will benefit by the scientific advances 
made in cement manufacture and rein- 
forced concrete construction since 1918. 
Experts express the opinion that within 
certain limits concrete ships can be made 
at 35 per cent. less cost than those of 
steel, and that the steel used for a steel 
ship is sufficient to reinforce three concrete 
vessels of similar capacity. Owners of 
concrete ships in many parts of the world 
recently were asked to give their opinion 
of the concrete vessels, and, without excep- 
tion, they spoke highly of their seaworth- 
ness and general efficiency. The director 
of one shipping line stated that he found 
concrete seagoing ships cheaper to operate 
and maintain and quicker to repair than 
any other type.

| Britain's Economic Efforts 


The rapid development in war conditions 
during the past month has somewhat over- 
shadowed the efforts which Britain has 
been making in the economic field. The 
whole export trade of the country will 
have to be reorganised owing to the loss 
of relations with Belgium, Holland and 
Italy, but. since the policy is to remain 
the same, it is the direction only of the 
trade that hus to be changed. “any valu- 
able markets have been lost, but on 
balance the situation is not so bad as 
might be expected, as countries which no 
longer buy goods from Britain were them- 
selves big exporters. It remains, there. 
fore, for Britain to sell goods to those 
countries which have been cut off from 
their former sources of supply. Many big 
companies which formerly enjoyed an ex- 
tensive home trade now find themselves 
soma entirely for export. This 
is particularly the case in Lancashire, 
where mills divide their output between 
Government requirements and the export 
markets. It ia recognised that with ths 
need for ever-increasing quantities of im. 
ported war materials, it 1s essential that 
every effort should be made to increase 
the volume. of exports, however great the 
strain may be. 


Big Evacuation Scheme 


London’s second great evacuation scheme 
for children will be put in operation early 
to-morrow morning. Time-tables have 
been prepared for seventeen special trains 
leaving Paddington and sixteen leaving 
Waterloo for the first stage, and the 
departures will continue at the rate of 
20,000 children a dav until Tuesday next. 
Thirty-nine thousand children have been 
allotted billets in Devon, 27,000 in Corn- 
wall, and 18,000 in Somerset. There will 
be 400 points of assembly for the children 
in the L.C.C. area, from the 550 schools 
that have been closed for educational pur. 
poses, as long as the war lasts. Some of 
the larger school units will be 250 strony 
if all the children who have been 
registered respond. A vast amount of 
organisation has been necessary to ensure 
that the migration proceeds smoothly: 
Volunteers who are accompanying the 
children to reception areas are undercoinz 
instruction. and at all the railway stations 
where the children entrain there will be 
staffs. of nurses to attend to them. 
Parents in some districts are being given 
a further opportunity of registering their 
children for evacuation, which, so far, has 
been on . voluntary basis, but the 
question of the compulsory clearing of 
certain districts may have to be considere: 
if defence requirements render such a 
course desirable. 


Willie Burrows 


I was deeply distressed to hear yesterday 
of the death of my friend Willie Burrows, 
son of Mrs. Burrows, of Rathfarnham, 
and brother of my colleague, George 
Burrows, of the Jrish Times Editorial 
Staff. 

Willie Burrows—a native of Drogheda— 
was one of those naturally gay creatures 
whose good humour was infectious. 

I saw him for the last time on Christmas 
Eve in Dublin, when he was home on a 
short furlough, and was intensely amused 
when a member of the party, ignorant of 
his identity, announced that in his opinion 
most of the members of the British Army 
were “ pansies.’” Poor Willie’s face was a 
study; for anything less like a ‘‘ pansy ”’ 
than a modern sergeant-major would 
be hard to imagine. But he saw the 
joke as quickly as any of us, and the 
author of the remark to this day probably 
does not know why we all laughed so 
heartily. 

And now poor Burrows is gone. He was 
the best type of soldier—soldiering was 
his profession—and was equally popular 
with his officers and his men. During the 
heavy fighting he was posted as ‘* miss- 
ing,” but turned up a few days later to 
rejoin his men. On the same day, 
apparently, he was killed, 

As often as Willie Burrows came to 
Ireland on leave he used to take back a 
bunch of blackthorn sticks with him for 
his comrades who could not get away 
themselves. 

One particularly fine specimen, I remem- 
ber, was for his colonel, who, I hope, will 
keep it in memory of a grand soldier and 
a thoroughly good fellow. Nec aspera 
terrent.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY 
Gerald Griffin 
An interesting ceremony, I hear, is 


being held this week in the City of Lime- 
rick Public Library. It is a centenary 
exhibition in honour of Gerald Griffin, 
who died on 12th June, 1840, in the 
Monastery of the Christian Brothers in 
Cork. 

Griffin was born in Limerick in 1803, 
and at the age of 20 showed such a cenius 
for writing that he was appointed editor 
and manager of a newspaper, the Limerick 
Advertiser. However, his genius was too 
independent; for within a month he had 
resigned, as “I wished to tell a little 
truth, which could not by any means be 
always pleasing to the Castle.”’ 

After a long struggle, involving much 
hardship and poverty, he at length 
triumphed, and his success was popular 
enough to enable him to demand £600 
from his publisher for his ‘‘ Tales of the 
Munster Festivals.’’

MISSING 


Remarkable feats of the sea are recalled 
by the announcement by the Polish Naval 
Staff in London that the submarine Orzel 
(Eagle) is overdue and presumed lost. 

hen the Germans attacked Poland the 
Orzel was at Gdynia. The captain, a sick 
man, owing to the danger of German bombs, 
decided to leave there on September 1. After 
a week’s search for a sister submarine, which 
had signalled for help, the Captain was 
landed at Tallinn. Here the vessel was put 
under arrest, but escaped, with bullets 
Rasy all. around her, and later depth 
charges bursting around. The Orzel then 
made for England. 

On October 14 a faint message reached a 
British wireless station : ‘‘ Supposed position 
from 0630 on appointed place for Polish 
Navy. Beg. permission entrance and _ pilot, 
but have no chart.—Orzel.”’ 

A British destroyer found the submarine 
a few hours later, and led it into harbour. 
There the crew learned of the safety of 
their sister submarine. 

Since then the Orzel had rendered great 
service to the Allied cause. During the 
German invasion of Norway she not only 
saux the troopship, Rio de Janeiro, but it 
was believed she also sent to the bottom a 
German destroyer and three supply ships. 

The Orzel was built in Holland and 
launched in 1938. She was paid for by funds 
subscribed by the Polish Navy League. Her 
surface displacement was 1,110 tons, and 
submerged 1,473 tons.

Sir John said that when he put down his 
motion the Germans had recently overrun 
Belgium, and the refugee problem er 
to be one of pressing emergency (and still was), 
but since then the war had moved so rapidly 
that one was inclined to lose sight of those 
considerations when iaced with the dominat- 
ing factor and aggression. The Germans now 
had overrun a large portion .of France, and 
even this country was threatened by inva- 
sion. He admitted that physical security and 
military security was the paramount con- 
siderations, and must dominate all others; but 
he claimed that that should not blind them 
to their duty as Christians to euccour the 
—— and the suffering in this distraught 
world. 


A SPECIAL DUTY 


He asked the House to recognise that there 
was a special duty cast upon this country in 
the matter. They were possibly the most 
distant country in Europe from the area of 
active hostilities. So far they had been 
spared the horrors of war. There was @ 
special strain cast upon their neighbours 
across the Channel, with whom, whether 
they liked it or not, they must be closely 
bound in that matter—to relieve them of the 
difficulties imposed by the task of caring for 
large numbers of refugees for whom they had 
to get accommodation. They also in many 
respects had surplus food, but — to past 
history they had also many obligations 
to. France. In the dark days of this 
country’s struggle, the French had helped 
them in their ‘fight against religious intoler- 
ance. Apart from these most pressing claims 
they had their higher duty as Christians— 
to do all they could, even at personal in- 
convenience and sacrifice, to befriend those 
who had to leave their homes and who were 
seeking asylum anywhere thy could. 

In regard to the suggestion that charity 
said surely that was a 
cynical. attitude. That attitude of s.!fish 
isolation was at the bottom of many of their 
troubles. It was their plain duty as 
Christians not to remain indifferent to the 
sufferings of others. He felt that it was 
necessary for the State to take a lead in the 
matter. There was: a large body of well- 
disposed opinion on the matter, but it was 
impossible for isolated units to do anything 
effective commensurate with the gravity of 
the problem. 


GOVERNMENT'S DUTY 


He did not want a special State Depart- 
ment to be set up to handle the problem as 
a Government organisation, but he wanted 
the Government to act as a convening and 
co-ordinating agency, to set in motion the 
many voluntary institutions which, he was 
sure. would be only too anxious to help. 
If the problem was going to be tackled 
seriously there must be legislation to enable 
a census of available accommodation to be 
taken, and possibly to render some slight 
measure of financial assistance. 

One of the tragedies of public life in this 
country, he said, was the difficulty of securing 
a common platform. The country now had 
a glorious opportunity, because that was a 
cause in which everybody should be able to 
co-operate. If they achieved that co-operation 
they would have an outstanding victory for 
the country. . 

“I feel,” said the speaker, “ that our 
hearts should rule our heads in this matter. 
We should be impelled by feelings if we have 
any spark of humanity in us to view the 
terrible tragedies going on in the world 
to-day, and to welcome in this country an 
opportunity to rise to a noble destiny, and 
by bearing the burden of others to fulfil the 
law. of Christ.” 

Senator DOUGLAS seconded the motion. 


. MINISTER’S SYMPATHY 


Mr. FRANK AIKEN, Minister for the Co- 
ordination of Defensive Measures, said that 
there was no doubt that the heart of every 
person who viewed the tragedy of vast 
numbers of refugees being driven from 
their homes by war was deeply touched 
by their sufferings, and they should all, as 
individuals, be prepared to do what they 
could to help.

There was no 
guarantee that this country would not be in- 
volved in war, and actually one of the bel- 
ligerents was in occupation of part of it. 


BRITISH CHILDREN 


Senator Professor JOHNSTON said that 
their capacity might be infinitesmal, but if 
they succeeded in taking ten thousand out 
of the millions of refugees, it might make all 
the difference in the world to the health and 
future of those people, and might make a 
vital difference to our own national self-re- 
spect. The time had come -when we should 
make a gesture of national goodwill to our 
neighbours who were suffering directly or in- 
directly the horrors of war. He had been 
horrified to see that the British Government 
were considering the suggestion of evacu- 
ating children to Canada and Australia. In 
this thinly populated island British children 
could very comfortably be succoured, and in 
greater safety than they were likely to en- 
joy in the West. There were numerous 
empty houses which if filled with children 
from the neighbouring island would provide a 
gesture of goodwill which would have a great 
moral effect,improve friendship between the two 
countries, and build up a spirit of co- 
operation. If they extended similar 
hospitality to the children of Sandy Row it 
would help to create a new spirit and enable 
them to learn more about the people of their 
own country. 

Senator T. V. HONAN said that their own 
people should be considered first, and the 
wives and families ot Irishmen living and 
working abroad should have first preference. 

‘Senator W. CUMMINS said that they 
already had refugees in the country, and he 
knew of two thousand families having to 
leave their homes, but there was nothing said 
about it. The work of tackling national 
defence was slow and, so far, ineffective, and 
they would be lucky if they got the where- 
witha] to keep themselves alive. 


IRISH IN ENGLAND 


Senator J. TUNNEY said that the first 
duty of the Government should be to see that 
Irish people mo Í iu England should” be 
allowed to come home if they wished to 


do so. 

Senator F. MacDERMOT said that it was 
too early to say that the recruiting campaign 
was going badly and such statements would 
only do harm. The people had been taught | 
for eight months to rely on the word 
‘neutrality ” and their minds could not be 
changed overnight. The country might be 
safer if it had not been neutral, because then 
they would have been prepared for attack.

They should not be 
ound by a narrow nationalism and agree 
only to provide for their own kith and Fin 
He suggested that if this country was in a 
state of lethargy, and if it had such an 
isolationist point of view and it had come 
as a shock that there should be any ques- 
tion of receiving refugees, and if there was 
an unawareness about everything which was 
happening, it was largely due to the opera- 
tion of the censorship, which had, in accord- 
ance with its conception of what neutrality 
ought to be—a very new and novel concep- 
tion—absolutely stifled the moral sense of 
the country and prevented people from 
expressing, of even forming, moral judg- 
ments. 

Senator Sir JOHN KEANE withdrew the 
motion, and said that it was framed along 
broad lines, and he recognised that it could 
not be put into full operation in its present 
form. He was satisfied that the motion 
should have received such general accept- 
ance.

A motion was passed asking the Government 
to take steps to stimulate a greater interest 
in agriculture. iii 

Mr. Andrew Mooney, Leitrim, proposed 
and the Rev. P. Higgins, P.P., Offaly, 
seconded a motion asking the Department to 
take steps to stimulate a greater interest in 
agricultural education in rural national 
schools. Mr. Mooney said that in spite of 
what the Taoiseach said the previous day it 
was more important that an hour a day 
should be given to agricultural instruction in 
rural national schools than making sure that 
they spoke correctly. It was more important 
for a farmer to know how to handle a plough 
and a spade than to talk correct grammar. 

Father Crehan said that they should give 
more than an hour a week to the subject. 

Dr. P. T. Walsh, Dublin, said that there 
was no time in the present programme. The 
vocational schools were the proper place for 
teaching rural science, but something could 
be done in the primary schools by having 
readers with a definite rural bias. 

Dr, J. T. O'Connell, General Secretary, 
I.N.T.0., said that the teaching of agricul- 
ture in the national schools was neither 
practicable nor desirable. The primary 
schools were meant to teach the ‘‘ Three 
R's,” but now they had to teach ‘‘ Six R’s "’ 
—the three subjects in two languages. 

The motion was agreed to. 


NEED FOR DRAWING 


Mr. P. J. O’Reilly, South Tipperary, pro- 
posed a motion deploring the discontinuance 
of drawing as a subject in primary schools, 
and said that drawing was a fundamental 
subject which should be taught to all young 
children. 

The Very Rev. Dr. J. Scannell, P.P., Cork, 
seconding, said that some subject would have 
to be — to allow drawing to be taught. 
He would be quite prepared to drop a great 
deal of their teaching in Irish. Their drive 
for the Irish language had not succeeded. 
They had tackled it in the wrong way, instead 
of beginning in the primary schools and 
working up, they should have started 
with university education and worked down. 
If they could not find time for drawing in 
any other way, he would be prepared to take 
some of the time now given to Irish. 

Dr. T. J. O'Connell said that the difficulty 
was to know what could be dropped. 

Dr. Walsh, Dublin, said that because they 
had not been taught drawing, numbers of 
boys in Dublin were deprived of their chance 
to win scholarships in the technical schools.

Congress also passed resolutions asking the 
Department to encourage the more frequent 
use of modern visual and oral appliances in 
connection with the education of those 
attending evening classes, and urging the 
establishment of a central laboratory for 
analysis of soils submitted on behalf of pupils 
studying horticulture and allied subjects in 
vocational schools.

IN the Dail yesterday, in 
| Professor J. M. O'Sullivan 
Kerry), Mr. DE VALERA, as Minister 
for Educetion, said that the scheme to confer 
the status, emoluments and privileges of 
national teachers on teachers of primary 
subjects in industrial schools had been 
indefinitely postponed but not withdrawn. 

In reply to Mr. W. Norton (Labour, 
Carlow-hildare), Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY, 
Minister for Financ: said that no decision 
had been arrived at as to whether local 
elections would be held this year. He 
thought that a decision would be made within 
a week. ‘ 

Mr, NORTON asked the Minister to post- 
pone the second stage of the Local Govern- 
ment Bill, 1940, which was down for con- 
sideration, until a decision on the local 
elections had been made. 

Mr. O’KELLY said that whether or not 
local elections would be held it was the 
intention to go ahead with the bill. — 

Leave to introduce the Pigs and Bacon 
Bill, 1940, and the Exported Live Stock 
(Insurance) Bill, 1940, was granted, and the 
second stages fixed for next Wednesday. 

On the Committee Stage of the Finance 
Bill, 1940, Mr. SEA T. O’KELLY, 
Minister for Finance, declined to accept an 
amendment put down by General R. Mulcahy 
(F.G.) which would have made the income 
tax allowance for children date from the year 
in which they are born. Mr. O’Kelly said 
that the amendment would extend the period 
of allowance to seventeen years. This could 
not be afforded Other concessions not given 
in Great Britain or Northern Ireland were 
now given here. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


VALUATIONS 


Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (F.G., Cork) pro- 
posed an amendment to remove tenaments 
and rateable hereditaments valued or re- 
valued since 1st April, 1926, from the scope 
of the section of the Finance Act, 1935, which 
increases the valuation to five-fourths for 
income tax purposes. He mentioned the case 
of Waterford. which was excluded from the 
section. 

Mr. 8. T. O’KELLY said that he under- 
stood that new valuations in recent years had 
been based on the principles adopted prior to 
1914. When there was a case that would go to 
show that a valuation was excessive there 
could be an appeal. 

Mr. COSGRAVE said that the increase in 
Waterford bad been 50 per cent. In some 
houses in Dublin and Cork it had been over 
100 per cent. 

The amendment was defeated without a 
division. 

In proposing an amendment to make the 
duty ‘on tiles ad valorem, Mr. H. M. 
DOCKRELL (F.G., Co. Dublin) asked what 
was the object of having the same duty 
on an inch by inch tile as on a six inches by 
six inches tile. A square yard of six inches 
by six inches tile paid 9s. duty, and one 
of one-inch by one inch tile paid £2 6s.

When the Senate met yesterday, the Local 
Authorities (Officers and Employés) (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1940, passed its second stage. 

‘Jn the second stage of the Seanad Elec- 
toral (Panel Members) (By-Election) Bill, 
Senuter M. HAYES said that the original 
Act was in the nature of a fraud, and so was 
the present bill. The original Act pur- 
ported to set up a voustieeal body: “there 
is no body in the world less a vocational 
body than we are.” The bill, and all the 
elaborate machinery, was for the purpose of 
perpetuating that fraudulent en of 
giving nominating bodies the idea that they 

ad some influence on the type of person 

who could come into the Senate, whereas 
the decision was on an entirely different 
basis. The bill perpetuated the idea of 
the principal Act which in practice had the 
result that the Senate corresponded exactly 
with the Dail. A simpler bill could have 
been devised. For example, the Taoiseach 
could select a person to fill a vacancy after 
taking into account considerations of the 
ualifications and other circumstances of the 
ormer member. The members of that 
House would fill a vacancy more reasonably 
and more efficiently than by that extrava- 
gant machinery. 

Senator J. d. DOUGLAS said there was a 
great deal of good feeling and understand- 
ing in the House, and he was sure that if 
& person of a particular political party were 
to resign the members of the other parties 
would Se prepared to agree to filling the 
vacancies by a member with the same views 
as the person -who resigned. They could 
secure a better selection by leaving the filling 
of a vacancy to the Prime Minister. who 
would get many suggestions and be able 
to appoint a suitable person. 

Senator D. FITZGERALD suggested that 
the bill should be withdrawn, and that the 
Taoiseach should have the right of nomina- 
tion to fill casual vacancies, or they should 
be filled by co-option. 

Senator Sir JOHN KEANE considered the 
ee example of bureaucracy run absolutely 
mad. 

Mr, P. J. RUTTLEDGE (Minister for 
Local Government) was not prepared to admit 
the bill was complicated, because draftsmen 
had had to provide for all eventualities. He 
was not prepared to get away from the voca- 
tional idea which was embodied in the main 
Act. The vocational idea was in its early 
stages in this country, and at this stage the

ALL-NIGHT VIGIL | 


Some of the people were waiting all night. 
A priest told an /rish Times reporter yes- 
terday that he had been there since 8 o’clock 
in the morning and had moved some ten 
feet. He had a travel permit for a month 
in Eire. Only half of this had expired 
when the new regulations came into force. 

A young Irishman who had worked for 
three years in an English hospital, and who 
had been visiting his native Mayo, said that 
he was already due back at work. Besides 
the fact that he might lose his job, he had 
to pay for his food and lodging while in 
Dublin. 

Many of those waitin 
could find no work in Ireland and were 
chancing their luck elsewhere. Others had 
already got jobs in England, while yet more 
were returning from a holiday. 

All day yesterday the queue was very quiet, 
but on Tuesday the ranks were broken and 
a rush was made for the door. Many people 
had to receive attention from the St. John 
Ambulance men who are on duty, and two, 
ome and a woman, were removed to hos- 
pital. 

On Saturday about 150 applications for 
visas were dealt with, but on Monday and 
yesterday these figures were doubled. In 
nine cases out of ten visas are either granted 
or refused immediately, but some cases have 
to be referred direct to London. 

To ensure that those who were waiting all 
day yesterday would receive first preference 
to-day, officials issued numbered cards, which 
must be produced to-day. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT

4. Intending travellers should make appli- 
cation for the visa as long as possible in ad- 
vance of the proposed date of departure, and 
persons living outside the Dublin Metro- 
politan area are strongly advised not to com- 
mence their journeys until they have heard 
from the British Permit Office that their ap- 
plication for the necessary visa has been 
granted. 

5. The new British requirement applies to 
all persons other than children under 16 and 
Government officials.
